Oov. Dowcy'« Fluoiiclcrlui;.'': 


MADISON, Jan. 23, 1853. 


Tho communication of Ex-Gov. Dowey to 


Governor Farwcll, read yesterday in the As- 
sembly,' explaining his management of the 
State Funds, on his own responsibility, shows 
that ho is entitled to be appointed State Bar 
bcr, .for life. 
; ; 


It nppenrs from his communication, that tho 


United States owed this State, for Territorial 
scrip, paid by the State, from six to teu thou- 
sand dollars—a rather indefinite sum. This 
claim hud not been paid, because, 1st, a set 
tleinent had not been mude with Mr. Floyd, 
Territorial Secretary, in whose hands funds 
had been placed to discharge these debts, nnd 
3d, because n definite account current hud not 
been rendered between tho Stale and tho U. 
Slates. t Tho Auditor of the United Slates also 
sent instructions to tho Executive, us to tho 
manner of making out the nccount; thus 
showing that the United States were willing 
to pay tho amount duo, ns soon ns tho proper 
vouchers were rendered. The Ex-Governor 
snys, lie knew nil about this mutter personally, 
but.could not tell precisely when, nor to whom 
the scrip was paid, nnd being afraid (he Stato 
would never get its pny, ho sent—without any 
authority of Into—George P. Dulnpluinc, Esq., 
his Private Secretary — who know no more 
definitely nbout the matter'than tho Gov- 
ernor, nnd probably much less—to log-roll 
tho account through the U. S. Treasury. And 
tho Governor, being a shrewd man, nud wish- 
ing to drive a good bargain fur the State, mid 
sharpen the wits of his Private Si'crolnry, 
made thin ofliei.il "dicker" with Mr. Dela- 
plaine : If Mr. Dulapluino failed to settle the 
account with the United States, and got no 
money from Uncle Sam, thu Governor, hav- 
ing no funds of his own, nnd Ilia State having 
provided none for mich a purpose, ho was to 
have " his labor for his pains." If he settled 
the account, and got money enough tu pay 
himself, ho wns to have all hi? expenses borne, 
und five hundred dollars to boot. 
Of course, 


ho would settle the nccount, if possible, under 
the pressure of such n motive. He did so, and 
received from the United States the sum of 
88,0^0 Oil. 
And lo kill two birds with olio 


stone, tho Governor authorised Mr. Dela- 
plaino to purchase stationery, in New York, 
for tliu different Departments, Mr. Do'o- 
plaino naked fur bids, and accepted ono from 
Messrs. Wheeler & Co., tho lowest o(l'ercd in 
that city, und agreed—without nny authority 
whatever—to pay them $1,873 a4, immedi- 
ately on his return lo Wisconsin. 


By thu Constitution, the Governor has no 


more authority to make such purchases, or to 
pay for them from tho funds of the Slate, 
than wo have, nud such acts on his purt are 
not only unauthorized, but are expressly con- 
trary to the Constitution. Sue section 25, of 
Constitution. A private citizen, who should 
thus infringe- the law of the Stale, would soon 
be taught that the law was madu for trans- 
gressors. Should not public ofHcers bo hold 
to ns rigid nn accountability, us private citi- 
zens ? 


Tho Governor admits that no specific np- 


propriutiaim were made, and no authority of 
law existed fur disbursing this sum of S3,02U 
03. Well, what did ho do with it 1 Put it 
into the Stale Treasury, as it was his duty to 
do V Not a dollar of it. To bo sure, the 
books read, ns if he had paid some $-i,>142 
of it into the Treasury, nnd afterward drawn 
it out again ; but wo arc assured that such wns 
not tho case. Indeed, had it once got into the 
Treasury, ho could not have gol it out uguin 
legally, without a spcciile appropriate. If 
the fact, that the State owes debts, authorizes 
such creditors as are in favor with the Gov- 
ernor to get their pny, and the Governor to 
pny them, without nn appropriation, such joy- 
ful news ought not to bo withheld from those 
who have waited so long on the Legislature, 
in vain, for their pay.

Neal Dow, Esq., Mayor of Portland, in a 


letter to tlio Secretary of the American Tem- 
perance Union, siiys:

Hiilt of it lias been, tlml, in the short time wliich 
lias elapsed, nlinust all the gro^-atiops in the 
Slate nre closed. Tlio only exceptions arc n 
few places, where strong liquors are sold se- 
cretly to Htich pcrroua as aru known to tho 
keepers, but even these will be cloned in a few 
months. 
Since the enactment of this law, the 


police of this city hits hnd little to do in the 
way of keeping Ihu peace, and the wiilcb- 
house has been almost without a tenant. There 
aru few commitments to our nlmsliousu—in thu 
months of June and July, only ONE. Wo nl- 
reudj; feel ninny of tho advantttgos of the sup- 
pression of thu tlriiikin^-housL'H und lipplin<r- 
shopn, with which our city abounded before 
thu eiKictment of this l;i\v. 
It was estimated 


that tlicriMverc in Portland, at Iho time the 
law went into operation, about four hundred 
places wheru intoxicating liquors were openly 
solil.

By the 1st of January, 18fl:i, 
1 thinl; it will hu said with truth, tlmt tliere is 
no phiuu in Portland whore intoxiciitiii" li- 
JIIOM uru sold as a drink, either secretly or 
otherwise." 


The Uuv. A. Battle, of Maine, any a: 
" There is scarcely a city or village in llm 


Stato, wliich has not been greatly improved 
by the existence of the law. So fur as this city 
(Baujjor) is concerned, ovcry one is randy lo 
admit thu clmngu. An intoxicated person is 
now rarely^soun. Only nbout hull' as ninny 
Imve been imprisoned in tho jail during the 
last three months, as in the trheu months pre 
vious." 


The testimony of M. Davis, Esq., a lawyer 


of Belfast, is important: 


" Our new law, severe as it id, Tins not met 


with a tithe of the opposition that the old law 
did. It in altogether thu iniint popular with the 
rumxellem theinscltv.*. There are two reasons 
for this: l-'irst, it is successful, and anything to 
be popular must succeed ; secondly, it makes 
us treat all alike. Formerly one miulit be con- 
victed, and bis neighbor escape. But now we 
liikti thorn in course. More than one rumscl- 
Icr in this place IIIM told me, ' If yon can en- 
tirely stop Ihu trallic, I inn glad of it; but il 
others sell, I will.' Wo take them at their 
word, and the Inillie hero is suppressed, tho' 
nil Ihu lending influences In the place were 
ngainst us. Moreover, the law has done more 
to elevate public1 sen, imeiit than any we hnvu 
had. It proves that you may Imvu a law whiiili 
hccms in advance of the public conscience, anil 
build up that conscience by its means. This 
has been too imirh overlooked." 


An important principle is here presented 


which it would he well for all to think of. 
A 


law may be in advance of public opinion, am! 
its justness and propriety may be so evident 
after il has been fairly tested, as lo bring the 
public conscience up to its support. Wise legin 
lation it a powerful educator of public opinion 
Not n few have no higher standard of riyli 
than the laws of the land. 


The llcv. J. P. lUchardson, of Otisfield 


says : 


" There is a mystery about the stale o 


things in Maine which I can hardly solve 
The pasmgu of our Temporancu law by no 
overwhelming n mnjnrity, surprised both the 
friends and foo* of Temperance. The ponorn 
and almost universal submission lo the law, L 
still more surprising." 


The Rev. U. Palfrey, of Belfast, says: 
" Thu law lias been a matter of wonder It 


me from the beginning. It took mo entire!} 
by surprise. It was not preceded by (ho usua 
preparatory discussion, preceding an oxtrnor 
dinary step in legislation. When I first rca< 
it, I regretted it. I thought it far oiitwon 
public opinion,—that it cotild not bo enforced 
—that any attempt to enforce it would timk 
trouble, and would react unfavorably. I hnv 
been surprised again to find these npprehon 
.lions so groundless,—tlmt the law bus been so 
universally and quietly mibmittcd to." 


The Uov. F. Yntcs, of Gardner, under dale 


of Sept. 20th, 1851, snys: 


" The law bus been in forco n little mor< 


than three months, and tlmt short period ha 
snlliccd to work n great and glorious revolt! 
lion, 
fit all our cities and large village*, the 


open sale of intoxicatinq drinks has Itecn en 
tirely suppressed, and the secret Rale in mos 
places is very limited, and is daily ' growing 
bountifully less.' I could give you n volume 
of interesting facts in proof of this remark 
In this city, the lust rumseller has udvcrtisci 
his liutldincs to let for. a term of years, nni 
has himself taken lodging in the county jail." 


It cannot bu denied tlmt there have been 


several attempts made to resist the enforce 
mcnt of tho law, in some two or three local! 
tics, bdt I believe in every instance the nu 
thoritics have finally triumphed ; nnd wo can 
not doubt tlmt such will bo result in ever, 
future attempt at resistance. 


If tho law can bo enforced in the State o 


Maine, why may it not bo in Wisconsin ? 


I will endeavor to answer this question in 


my next article.
